The present dry cycle, Baliti Mr. 
Willard,

•water levels in the lakes, which ar 
just about at the same low water 
m ark that they reached in 4904. 
Last year the rainfall was shorl 
about thirty-three and on^-third per 
cent of normal, it being the fourth 
dry year in succession, and the lakes 
have, cf course, suffered. 
The rain ­ 
fall has not been so low as to dam­ 
age cri ps, there being about enough 
moisture to supply the surface, but 
no surplus could be act mutilated to 
take care of the lakes, stated the 
speaker. 
In looking over the weather re­ 
port'! of 40, 50 and even IOO years 
ago, it was found that conditions 
were even worse than at present, 
that 
there was 
less 
rainfall 
and 
th a t the lakes were much lower. Mr. 
W illard 
said 
that 
the 
pendulum 
would swing again to greater rain­ 
fall. and then the lakes would be 
higher and the state drainage d e­ 
partm ent would be called upon tho 
relieve the high water. 
He asserted that the; laws should 
be more strict in respect to main­ 
taining lakes. 
The outlets should 
be dammed to bring them back to 
their normal level before corrosion 
deepened them. 
This would not ef­ 
fect the amount cf water flowing ou 
of the lake, once its level had been 
increased. 
A bill was introduced at 
the last session of the legislature to 
appropriate funds for this purpose, 
but on account of congestion of bu-si- 
ness, was not passed. 
He hoped the.
